DESTITUTION IN CASSAIR. 

During the past week or two the 
eastern papers’ have been startling 
their readerg with lurid headlines, of 
“ Death on the Edmonton trail,” and 
the like. The despatches which 
follow are from Victoria and Seattle 
and purport to be accounts of loss of 
life during the past winter by parties 
bound from Edmonton to the Yukon. 
A sample ig the statement that 50

Besides Great Slave lake 
is hundreds of miles from the Edmon- 
ton trail, Another statement is that 
a body, evidently of a suicide, was 
found on the Edmonton trail near 
Glenora. Near the body was written 
“Hell can’t be worse than this.” 
This case was reported last summer 
as having oceured on the Ashcroft 
trail. At any rate Glenora is not on 
or near the Edmonton trail. The 
death of McNeeley, of Sault St. Marie, 
at the Devil's portage during the 
winter of 97-8 is also mentioned as 
having occurred during the past 
winter. Taking the reports altogether 
there is evidently a desire to create a 
sensation without regard to facts, 
which shall result to the commercial 
benefit of the sensation-mongers. 

As far as the facts are known there 
were several hundred men wintering 
on the Stikine, Dease, Francis and 
Upper Liard rivers. Rumors of 
scurvy ard shortage of provisions 
amongst those parties have reached 
the coast through the medium of H. 
B. Co. officers, and arrangements 
hare been made by the government 
with the Hudson’s Bay Company to 
send in provisions to them up the 
Stikine by the first boat. The rumors 
are entirely indefinite, which seems 
remar«able if there is any very serious 
destitution amongst 80 many men. 
They are sufficiently within reach 
of the cozst to send out definite re- 
ports by some of their number. There 
is regular travel both in winter and 
in summer between the points men- 


‘ tioned and the coast. From the 


junction of Dease river with the 
Liard is about 300 miles from 
Wrangal at the mouth of the Stikine, 
while the distance from Dawson to 
Skagway is about 450. As travel 
has been kept up all winter between 
Dawson and Skagway, there seems no 
reason why, if the prospectors on the 
upper Liard and Dease were so very 
hard up, that they should not come 
out themselvers or send out some of 
their framber to ask for relief. No 
doubt there is great hardship to men 
not used to roughing it as most of the 
Yukon bound prospectors were. No 
doubt there is some scurvy and other 
sickness, and possibly some men are 
short of food. But the hardship and 
the scurvy are incidents of prospect- 
ing’ in apy country, and are not 
peculiar to the Edmonton or any 
other trail. 

The Cassiar mining region in which 
the destitution and sickness is said to 
exist is accessible both from Edmon- 
ton and from the coast. Prospectors 
went in last summer from both sides. 
It remains to be seen whether the 
prospectors who are short of supplies 
went in from Edmonton or from the 
coast. The fact that the Edmonton 
men went well provided with horses, 
for carrying their provisions and that 
as horses played out or provisions 
became exhausted a proportion of the 
men turned back so as to ensure a 
sufficient supply for those who went 
on would lead to the belief that they 
are not as a rule in the condition 
reported. Besides two bands of 
cattle were driven in from Edmonton. 
There would surely suffice to keep 
actual famine away. The latest re- 
ports bronght from the upper Liard, 
by Thos. Henaerson, of Rabbit Hill, 
who left there early in October, were 
to the effect that there was every 
prospect of the several parties in that 


part to use the destitution which has 
befallen peopie whom they outfitted 
and induced to take a—to them for 
lack of horses—impracticable 1oute 
as a means of discrediting travel from 
east of the mountains, the practicabil- 
ity of which has been demonstrated 
and of which they are most afraid. 

It is highly to the credit of the 
government that it hss responded so 
readily to an appeal for help, but it 
is to be hoped that it will not allow 
itself to be used as a moans of de- 
ceiving public opinion as to the facts 
of the case. 


RAILWAY TO FORT SASKATCHEWAN. 
Speech by Frank Oliver, M. P., on a bill to 
charter the Edmonton and Aaskatchewan 
railway compaay to run to a point ‘‘at or 
near the village or settlement” of Fort 
Saskatchewan. House of Commons, 
Monday, June 5th. From Hansard. 
Mr. Oliver. I have given notice of an 
amendment to this bill which I will 
take theliberty of explaining tothe com- 
mittee. The question was discussed 
in the railway committee, and a con- 
clusion arrived at; but there was at 
that time a lack of information, which 
I am now able to supply, and which 
I think it my duty to place before the 
committee in proposing my amend- 
ment. The question is as to requiring 
this railway company to build into a 
certain village, and the principle in- 
volved is one of great importance 
throughout the whole of the North- 
west Territories. It is, perhaps, not 
known to the members of the house 
who live in eastern Canada that in 
the western country, where everything 
is in process of development, it is 
the almost universal custom of railway 
companies, when they are construct- 
ing their lines, instead of building 
those lines to accommodate the bus- 
iness of the country already establish- 
ed, to so construct them as to take 
advantage of the business necessities 
then existing, in order to levy upoa 
the people of that country what they, 
the people, consider to be unjust 
tribute. The pioneers go into that 
country and establish « business 
centre. They build mills or stores or 
other business places, and when a rail- 
road comes to that vicinity, either the 
railway company demands a bonus 
for giving those people a benefit to 
which they are entitled by reason of 
their exertions as pioneers, or else 
establishes a station at some other 
point for the purpose of building up a 
rival town and destroying the invest- 
ment of those pioneers in the original 
town site. Nothing has been done in 
the Northwest which has had a greater 
effect in retarding its development 
than that course of action. While we 
admit that railways are necessary to 
the development of the country, and 
do develop it, it must be easily seen 
that unless there is a certain develop- 
ment preceding the railway, its con- 
struction is going to hang back. A 
railway is not built in advance of 
settlement, but is built to settlement. 
If those who invest their time and 
money, (who, in many cases, invest 
20 or twenty-five years of their lives) 
in establishing businesses in certain 
places, know, as a matter of fact, that 
when the time comes that they might 
reasonably expect a return on their 
investment of time, money and labor, 
instead of getting that return, they will 
either be held up for an unjust bonus 
or an attempt made to build upa 
rival centre, and thus destroy their 
investment, the result is that the 
advantages of the pioneers are de- 
tracted from and the people do not go 
ahead of the railways as they other- 
wise would. Instead of having the 
country filled up in advance of the 
railways by enterprising people, this 
system of allowing railways to levy 
tribute upon the enterprise of other 
men, tends to discourage pioneering 
and thereby development. Every- 
thing must have a beginning, and the 
end turns on the beginning. If you 
do not allow the beginning under 
auspicious circumstances, you do not 
have a satisfactory ending; and you, 
gentlemen, who complain about the 
slow growth of the Northwest, should 
understand that one of the reasons 
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ened to the injustice that is being 
done, and the representatives of that 
country are anxious to see the in- 
justice remedied. It is the business 
of this house to remedy that injustice. 
it is our business to see that when we 
grant a privilege to a railway com- 
pay, the rights of the people are pro- 
tected. If the house decides that 
these rights sre not to be protected, 
the responsibility is upon it. From 
the railways we expect nothing any 
more than we do from any other 
enterprise. These companies are out 
for all they can make, no matter 
whether they make it in accord with 
public policy or otherwise. 


Mr. Cochrane. Do not the men | 


who build the villages look out for 
themselves also? 

Mr. Oliver. Yes, they do; and they 
are the men who send representatives 
to parliament, they are the men who 
pay the taxes of the country, they 
are the men whose work is developing 
the country, they are the men who 
are making the country valuable, and 
who are entitled to receive a legiti- 
mate benefit from theirlabor. It is 
not the speculators who come in after 
the seed has been sown, after the 
difficulties have been encountered, 
after the country has been developed, 
who should reap the crop they do not 
sow. 

I, for one, at any rate, as represent- 
ing a section of the people of the 
Northwest, stand here to advocate the 
interests of those people and to ask 
for justice at the hands of this house. 
In the case of the application for this 
railway coarter, I ask that the in- 
terests of the people of the village of 
Fort Saskatchewan be protected by 
requiring the company, if it constructs 
its line, to construct it into that vil- 
lage, so as to protect the interests of 
the men established there in business. 

Besides the ordinary public, the 
government has a particular interest 
in this town site. It was, in the first 
place, established as a police post. 
There was a large police reserve 
established there, so that anything 
that is done to the advantage of that 
town site at Fort Saskatchewan will 
be an advantage directly to the in- 
terests of the Dominion government, 
because it will, to that extent, increase 
the value of the property held by the 
government. Anything done to the 
detriment of that village will be done 
to the detriment of the Dominion 
treasury. 

The country is well settled from 
the nearest railway point to Fort Sas- 
katchewan, and for thirty or forty 
miles beyond, but there is no imme- 
diate prospect of the construction of a 
railway beyond Fort Saskatchewan. 
This road is, if anything, a coloniza- 
tion road,a road to take advantage of 
existing conditions and improve those 
conditions. Therefore, there is every 
reason why the existing conditions, 
which are being taken advantage of 
by the company, should be protected 
in the construction of the road. 

I beg to assure the committee that 
there are absolutely no engineering 
difficulties in the way of reaching the 
village of Fort Saskatchewan, any 
more than can exist in crossing any 
other level piece of country. It is 
not in the valley of the river, it is on 
the bank of the valley on the ordinary 
level of the country, which presents no 
obstacle to a railway getting in or out.

The cruel war is over. A truce 
was agreed to at 1.30 p. m. yesterdsy 
and all arrangements for continuous 
sessions are consequently off, much to 
the delight of all parties concerned. 
The i ation demanded by the 
Opposition reached the minister of 
railways about one o’clock and was at 
once presented by him. It showed 
that the proportion of use of the 
G. T. R. tracks by the I. C. R. was 
27 per cent. The total expense for 
‘repairs, operating expenses, etc., for 
-12 months was $73,094 of which the 
LC. R.’s proportion was $18,556. 
From the pertinacity with which the 
Opposition demanded the information 
before allowing the bill to pass out of 
ommittee they evidentiy expected a 
much more unfavorable showing for 
the government ; and were proportion- 
ately disappointed when the figures 
were produced. The Minister had 
not refused the figures the night 
before, but said he did not have them. 
When the demand was made for 
them he had to send to Montreal for 
the information, and gave it as soon 
as itcame. There was no real reason 
on this point for the all night sitting, 
as the information would have been 
just as valuable if received at a later 
stage in the progress of the bill. But 
as neither party would yield they 
simply sat it out. On the presenta- 
tion of the information the parties 
agreed to rise for lunch, the house to 
meet again at 3 o'clock to go on with 
the bill in committee, the opposition 
' promising no further obstruction. 
The bill was passed through com- 
mittee during the afternoon, and now 
stands for third reading. Shere may 
be further discussion on it at that date. 
Estimates were dealt with vntil 
six o'clock when the house adjourned 
until today, not holding the usual 
night session as the leaders on both 
sides were very tired. 

The government policy with regard 
to applications for Yukon railway 
charters was announced yesterday. 
Charters will be refused until the 
Alaska .boundary question is settled, 
for fear that the construction of a line 
would build up a town under United 
States control and prejudice Canada’s 
chances of getting an ocean port there, 
as it is already prejudiced by the ex- 
istence of Skagway and Dyea on the 
Lynn Canal. 

With all due deference, it seems a 
rather strange policy that sets up the 
chance of ownership of the ocean port 
of any certan section of country as 
of more importance than the develop- 
ment of the country itself, and that 
will persistently delay the investment 
of capital in development for an in- 
definite period. It is of course a 
breach of all tradition for the present 
applicants for railway charters from 
the coast to Dawson to offer to build 
without a railway subsidy. And alto- 
gether too bad thereby to still further 
blacken the eye of the late lamented 
Mann-Mackenzie deal for the gold 
fields of the Yukon. In the mean- 
time the situation is a snap for the 
White pass and Yukon railway now 
| being constructed. The government 
annovncement contains the informa- 
tion that in this case the United 
States retains the present Alaskan 
boundary cutting Canada off from the 
Lynn Canal and Pyramid harbor, 
the policy will be to construct a rail- 
way from the nearest Canadian ocean 
port by way of the Atlin district.

Douglas, Sifton, Rutherford, Richard- 
S son, Macdonell, Davis and Oliver, 
liberals, and Roche and Davin, con- 
servatives. W.F. McLean was the 
pniy other conservative who voted for 
ouglas’ amendment. He also made 
strong speech on the necessity of 
making proper terms with the rail- 
ays when granting charters or ex- 
tensions. The western members had 
obstructed the bill for two nights in 
= the hope of securing the construction 
of the 20 miles this year, but the end 
of the session was too far ahead to 
warrant them in believing that they 
could succeed in killing the bill to 
extend the time. Half the members 
of the government present voted for 
the Douglas amendment and the other 
half against it, showing clearly} that 
the vote was by pre-arrangement. 
The opposition had no scruples and 
voted C. P. R. toa man, both leaders 
aud followers, except their two 
western representatives who voted 
with their fellows on the liberal side, 
and Mr. McLean, whoon the railway 
question is a party himself—and a 
very active and energetic party too. 
It has simply become an established 
principle in the present parliament 
that anything the C. P. R. wants it 
can have. When the C. P. R. bought 
the Northwest Central charter they 
bought it subject to the act of parlia- 
ment requiring the completion of 20 
miles of line by August of this year. 
If they say truly that they cannot 
build the 20 miles in the time then 
allowed, it is clear that they bought 
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the railway believing also that they 
could control parliament. The event 
has shown that they did not make 
any mistake. The deal was not simply 
a case of trafficing in a railway char- 
ter. It included trafficing in the 
honor of parliament, which by the 
legislation of last year had held out 
inducements to settlement and im- 
provement along and tributary to the 
20 miles, which are now withdrawn at 
the whim, or to suit the convenience 
of the C. P. R. 


SALISBURY—AND CASH REGISTERS. 

Toronto Globe, June 8th: R. J. 
Salisbury, who is an agent of the 
National Cash Register company, ap- 
peared in police court yesterday morn- 
ing to anewer to a charge of forgery. 
Salisbury pleaded not guilty, and 
elected to be tried by a jury. Mr. 
Schropp, of 82 King street west, was 
the complainant, and accused Salis- 
bury of signing an order for $125 for 
a Hamilton cash register in the name 
of R. F. Ferrier, of. Rat Portage. 
Schropp said that Salisbury denied all 
connection with the affair at first, and 
also did not call at his office to re- 
ceive the register on the date agreed. 
The defendant’s counsel maintained 
that Salisbury said he would call, but 
was in the meantime served with a 
summons, and’ also offered to pay the 
money down if the Hamilton people 
could produce a register at once. It 
was admitted by the National Cash 
Register people that all they wanted 
was to obtain evidence that the Ham- 
ilton company had never manufactur- 
ed a cash register. The magistrate 
thought that there was sufficient evid- 
ence to show that the action of the 
National Cash Kegister agents were 
“ prejudicial to” their rivals, and 
committed Salisbury for trial, with 
bail at $400.

AT TETE JAUNE CACHE. 


Jos. Hottyn, of Edmonton, writes to R. 
Mats from'starvation Creek, under date of 
May 15th, corroborating a gw! of re- 
turned prospectors as to gold on Swift Cur- 
rent creek. Hostyn, S. Derr and D. Noyes, 
Jr., left here in the early spring for the 
Yellowheatl, with pack horses. They were 
30 days on the. way in, travelling slowly in 
order to get their horses through in good 
shape. On arriving on the llth of May 
they met McaLughlin, Jackson and Neil 
and found that their story of striking 
coarse gold was true. then sank a 
shaft 35 feet, but found no color at all, and 
had not reached bed reck yet. It is a hard 
creek to work on account of big boulders 
and high water. Hostyn says: ‘‘ We 
went np the creek and saw the work done. 
There are a number of shacks built around 
the creek. They do not know any more 
now of the richness of the creek than they 
did when they started. Stewart of Edmon- 
ton, who ‘was in, had left 10 days before 
we I. here. Stewart's party is going to 
Golden the Ist of next month. A number 
came in here from Golden and took up 
claims and went right back. They were 35 
days on the road with snow shoes. We 
are now on the place Derr was speaking 
about last winter. We are now prospect- 
ing the creck.” In a later postscript 
Hostyn says his companions, who were 
prospecting the creek Derr spoke of, had 
returned witnout finding any colors, and 
that they would leave soon for the Whirl- 
pool country. 

In another letter written on the 23rd 
May from Tete Jaune Cache, Hostyn states: 
** Weare leaving to-day for the Whirlpool 
country. Some of the party who — 
prospecting struck prospects there 
and we wil sink a ah te bed rock.”
